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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant's arguments that Yajima fails to disclose using FeCr or FeCrNi as a filler material are 
not persuasive since the rejections are not based on modifying Siemens or Bachman with fillers of FeCr or FeCrNi as taught by Yajima. 
The rejections are based on modifying Siemens or Bachman with Yajima's ceramic material, such as SiC, which is obtained by pyrolysis. 
Furthermore, Applicant's arguments that Harada discloses a metallic body made of Fe and Cr in which is dispersed FeCr or FeCr alloys, 
and therefore does not disclose FeCr or FeCr alloys used as a filler in a ceramic body, i.e., that Harada fails to disclose FeCr or FeCr 
alloys being a filler in a ceramic material, are not persuasive since Harada provides a porous body of resin material that is resistant to 
heat and corrosion, which is consistent with the thermal and mechanical properties of a ceramic material, and adds a slurry of FeCr or 
FeCr alloys to this body thereby dispersing the FeCr or FeCr alloys uniformly in the porous body, in order to provide the body with 
electrical capabilities, i.e., to create an electrode substrate. Furthermore, the rejections are not based on modifying Siemens or Bachman 
with Harada's core body, but are based instead on modifying Siemens or Bachman with Harada's teaching of using FeCr or FeCr alloys 
as a material for providing electrical conductivity. . 
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
